For those of you that were unable to 
attend the last MDARC meeting and hear 
Dwayne, WOLKE report the highlights of an 
important legislative committee meeting 
in Sacramento, you should be aware that on 
November 17 a meeting was held by the Cal- 
ifornia Legislature's Joint Committee on 
Fire, Police, Emergency and Disaster Serv- 
ices, in Sacramento. The Committee chaired 
by State Senator Campbell heard testimony 
and input from the directors of several de- 
partments including Don Irwin, Deputy Direc- 
tor of State OES regarding the need for a 
plan to organize amateur. radio operators to 
ensure adequate communications during disas- 
ters. 

Dwayne Eskridge, our East Bay ARRL SEC, 
one of the first on the agenda really got 
attention when he mentioned that there was 
over $100 million dollars worth of radio 
equipment in the hands of licensed "HAM" 
radio operators in California..... .as well 
as a wealth of talent ready to serve. 

More on this later as things develop.

LOCAL HAMS KEEP CLOSE WATCH ON STS-9 


Along with the high interest in the 
STS-9 Ham Radio transmissions throughout 
the bay area, local hams were treated to 
the additional thrill of watching live 
TV coverage from the space center in 
Houston, and live TV coverage from the 
Shuttle in Space. 

Mike, WB6FBI trained his sattelite 


dish on the NASA transponder 22,000 miles 
Out in space, which carried 24 hour a day 


coverage of the space events. Mike then 
re-transmitted the pictures and sound on 
the ATV simplex frequency of 425.25 MHZ. 
Don, W6NKF picked the transmissions from 
Benicia up at his home in Martinez, and 
re-broadcast them on the ATV repeater on 
Mt. Diablo with the output on 434.0 MHZ. 

Don, WBOTEE ‘in Walnut Creek, watched 
the whole thing with the aid of a ATV 
downconverter. 

One of the side effects of the TV 


pictures was the NASA world map with the 


orbits of the shuttle superimposed on it. 
With the aid of this map, local ATV'ers 
were able to pinpoint the exact time and 


~. Which way the shuttle would pass over the 
bay area. At one point, NKF even.told a 
ham in Kodiak Alaska on 20 meters that 
the shuttle was about to pass overhead in 


Alaska, and the Alaskan ham came back to 
report hearing W5LFL's CQ coming in loud 
and clear! 

Mike and Don both lamented the fact 
that there were so few hams set up for 
ATV for this event.
